ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES. 


To  the  Honorable  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania:  the 
Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia : and,  the  Contributors  to  The  Northern  Home 
for  Friendless  Children. 

Gratitude  for  the  gratifying  results  which,  under  Providence, 
they  have  been  enabled  to  accomplish  during  the  year  that  has 
passed, — through  the  considerate  and  much-needed  appropriations 
that  have  been  made  towards  the  maintenance  of  this  Institution, — 
is  the  predominant  emotion  of  the  Trustees  in  submitting  this, 
the  Seventh  Annual  Report  of  “The  Northern  Home  for  Friend- 
less Children.” 

And  we  feel  that  there  is  ample  scope  for  the  cultivation  of 
the  most  large-hearted  philantrophy  and  unwearying  zeal  in  the 
exercise  of  a becoming  solicitude  for  the  interests  and  wants  of 
the  large  and  constantly-swelling  tide  of  destitute  and  friendless 
children,  whom  the  vicissitudes  of  life  in  the  metropolis  and  in  the 
rural  portions  of  our  State  are  ever  bearing  forward  for  admis- 
sion to  our  gates. 

Thirteen  hundred  children  have  been  admitted  during  the 
seven  years  of  the  infancy  of  the  Home.  The  great  majority  of 
these  have  been  indentured  to  approved  and  worthy  masters, 
after  a pupilage  at  the  Institution  : some  have  been  returned  to 
parents,  relatives  or  friends,  whose  circumstances  or  morals  have 
improved  sufficiently  to  justify  the  restitution  of  their  little 
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absentees  : some  have  been  adopted,  with  the  right  of  inheritance, 
by  highly  estimable  citizens  : and  those  few  who  have  been  called 
hence  to  that  eternal  home — 

“ Where  the  wicked  cease  from  troubling; 

And  the  weary  arc  at  rest” — 

have  at  the  least  enjoyed  during  their  sojourn  in  our  midst,  the 
comforts  and  advantages  of  a well  supplied  Christian  habitation ; 
while  their  departure  has  not  been  unattended  with  highly 
beneficial  impressions  on  some  of  their  youthful  comrades. 

The  need  and  value  of  this  Institution,  for  the  rescue  of  the 
hundreds  of  destitute  innocents  which  may  ever  be  found  in  such 
a population  as  Pennsylvania  contains,  is  no  longer  an  open 
question : — no  one  can  pretend  to  measure  the  amount  of  in- 
fluence for  good  that  has  been  already  secured  on  behalf  of  our 
metropolis  and  State  by  those  who,  but  for  the  fostering  care 
extended  in  their  time  of  helplessness  and  peculiar  susceptibility 
to  temptation,  might  have  been  lawless  emissaries  of  evil  from 
as  many  haunts  of  vice : and  no  institution  in  the  country,  it  is 
believed,  is  more  economically  conducted. 

Nor  do  we  needlessly  transport  our  little  ones  to  remote  Ter- 
ritories or  States  to  be  brought  up.  They  have  been  guilty, — 
let  it  be  borne  in  mind, — of  no  offence  against  the  law,  and 
have  incurred  no  forfeiture  of  their  rights  as  the  natives  of  our 
soil.  As  Pennsylvanians  therefore  ; — irrespective  of  considera- 
tion for  the  feelings  of  their  relatives,  however  worthy  or  worth- 
less they  may  chance  to  be ; — we  deem  it  to  be  due  to  the 
children  of  our  State,  and  to  the  noble  old  Keystone  State  her- 
self, that  they  should  be  reared  as  far  as  practicable  within  the 
scope  of  her  protection,  and  our  own  range  of  observation  ; and, 
in  due  course  of  time,  be  rendered  useful,  loyal  citizens  of  this 
Commonwealth. 

Never  before  has  the  Home  contained  so  large  a number  of 
inmates  as  during  the  preceding  year.  To  over  (160)  one 
hundred  and  sixty  children,  at  a time,  has  been  afforded  that 
degree  of  relief  which  the  peculiar  circumstances  of  each  re- 
quired. 
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Many  were  brought  to  the  Home  in  such  lamentably  needy 
plight  that  but  a single  dilapidated  garment  comprised  their 
entire  wardrobe : while  the  persons  of  not  a few  seemed  to  in- 
dicate that  they  were  quite  unconscious  of  the  cleansing  proper- 
ties of  mountain  rills  or  lowland  streams,  as  well  as  of  the  comfort 
of  clean  clothes.  The  transformation  elfected  in  these  little 
waifs  after  they  have  been  introduced  to  the  bathing  and  dressing 
rooms  at  the  Home,  is  oftimes  strikingly  suggestive,  and  at  all 
times  salutary  to  the  beneficiaries  themselves. 

Some  of  them  have  been  well  cared  for  before  being  released 
or  committed  to  the  Home ; but  though  stern  necessity  has 
severed  the  connection  of  child  and  parent  for  a time,  their 
docility  and  respectful  deportment  in  this — to  them — new7  domes- 
tic circle,  indicate  the  immediate  effect  of  the  judicious  training 
they  have  undergone  whilst  under  the  parental  roof. 

All  of  those  who  are  old  enough  to  be  taught,  are  marshalled 
into  the  school  room  until  indentured  to  learn  some  useful  trade 
or  occupation.  Here  the  rudiments  of  a practical  English  edu- 
cation, such  as  is  afforded  in  the  primary  and  common  schools 
of  the  state,  are  acquired  with  quite  as  much  facility  as  is  ordi- 
narily evinced  by  those  enjoying  superior  social  advantages. 
And  in  this  connection  the  Trustees  beg  leave  to  embody  into 
their  Report  the  following  statement  of  the  very  efficient  teacher, 
Miss  Eliza  Young,  vTho  has  charge  of  this  Department  of  the 
Home. 

“ There  are  at  present  in  the  school  114  boys  and  12  girls.  Of 
this  number,  there  are  18  under  5 ; 81  from  5 to  9 and  27  over 
9 years  of  age.  When  admitted,  there  were  11  could  read  easy 
lessons ; 15  who  did  and  100  who  did  not  know  the  alphabet. 
‘ The  school  is  divided  into  15  classes,  12  of  which  use  spelling 
and  reading  books ; the  remaining  three  are  engaged  in  learning 
the  alphabet  and  elements  of  spelling.  The  first  two  classes  use 
Angell’s  Third  Book ; the  next  four,  Angell’s  Second  Book ; 
and  the  other  seven,  Butler’s  Gradations.  Over  50  of  the  boys 
can  write  their  names,  and  most  of  these  can  write  any  copy 
which  may  be  set  for  them,  25  cipher  in,  addition,  subtraction  and 
multiplication.  Besides  this,  the  children  have  various  concert 
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exercises  in  arithmetical  tables,  capitals  of  the  United  States  and 
territories,  &c.,  and  also  receive  religious  instruction  daily.” 

The  fundamental  principles  of  Christianity,  which  is  recognized 
as  part  of  the  common  law  of  the  land,  form  a part  of  the  edu- 
cation imparted  to  the  children.  Sectarianism  is,  of  course,  ex- 
cluded. The  boys  are  bound  out  till  21  years  old,  the  girls  till 
18  years  of  age.  Reports  are  made  at  least  once  a year,  by  the 
master,  of  the  condition  of  each  child ; and  all  those  that  are 
bound  out  are  visited  at  convenient  intervals  by  the  Superin- 
tendent or  some  one  of  the  Trustees. 

During  the  year  ending  May  1,  1860,  190  children  have  been 
admitted  into  the  Home,  viz.,  124  boys,  66  girls — 190. 

Of  these,  there  were  committed  by  Judges,  62;  released  by 
parents,  95 ; returned  from  other  sources,  33 — 190. 

During  the  same  period,  there  have  been  discharged  183, 
viz.,  123  boys,  60  girls — 183. 

Of  which  117  were  indentured  or  adopted,  56  were  restored 
to  friends  or  relatives,  2 were  sent  to  the  Girard  College,  1 was 
sent  to  the  House  of  Refuge,  4 died,  3 eloped. 

There  are  now  in  the  Home  153,  viz.,  135  boys,  18  girls. 

Of  whom  2 have  been  at  the  Home  over  6 years. 
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a less  period. 

The  general  health  of  our  inmates  has  been  good ; but  the 
distressing  privations  which  a number  of  these  litttle  ones  have 
had  to  undergo,  before  they  reached  the  Home,  rendered  them, 
for  some  time  after  their  admission,  peculiarly  subject  to  the 
attacks  of  epidemics.  Hence,  the  wide  spread  dissemination  of 
a contagious  opthalmic  disease  by  the  commitment  of  two  chil- 
dren, thus  affected,  from  a point  in  the  Schuylkill  region.  No 
one  of  these  cases  has  resulted  fatally ; but,  in  a more  pestilent 
and  prostrating  disease,  from  the  insidious  attack  of  which  the 
feeble  frame  of  childhood  could  not  rally,  the  decimation  of  their 
number  might  speedily  ensue, — despite  the  exercise  of  the  greatest 
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care  and  best  medical  skill  to  be  obtained, — so  long  as  all  the 
inmates,  sick  and  well,  are  domiciled  as  now  in  the  only  building 
that  we  have  thus  far  been  able  to  erect.  And  hence  the  need 
of  the  extension  of  our  ground  and  the  construction  of  an  out- 
building, to  be  used  as  an  Infirmary  ; to  which  important  subject, 
a more  particular  reference  will  be  found  in  the  Managers’ 
Report. 

Since  the  demise  of  Enoch  W.  Clark,  whose  generous  consid- 
eration was  noticed  in  our  last  Report,  legacies  have  been  received, 
as  will  be  seen  in  our  Treasurer’s  Account,  from  the  estates  of 
the  lamented  George  Hayes,  Abraham  Miller,  Casper  Hahn  and 
Debby  Miller.  The  memory  of  their  goodness  will  be  cherished 
by  their  survivors  ; and  their  bequests  will  be  abundantly  blessed, 
we  trust,  by  the  Father  of  the  fatherless. 

In  concluding  our  Report,  we  would  congratulate  our  patrons 
upon  the  perfect  harmony  and  unanimity  which  still  pervade 
the  deliberations  of  our  various  committes  and  of  both  Boards. 
Our  attentive  physicians,  whose  services, — as  those  also  of  our 
legal  counsel, — have  ever  been  gratuitously  furnished,  deserve 
a special  acknowledgment  by  the  Trustees.  We  are  very  grate- 
ful too,  for  the  kindly  interest  which  has  been  manifested 
by  the  Judiciary  in  the  successful  operations  of  the  Home; — to 
the  Local  Preachers  Association  for  their  gratuitous  attentions  ; — 
to  various  industrious  circles  for  constantly-needed  supplies  of 
clothing  for  the  children  ; and  to  all  who  have  encouraged  us  by 
their  sympathy  and  aided  us  by  their  contributions  in  accom- 
plishing the  great  work  for  which  this  Institution  was  established. 
Nor  would  we  omit  to  notice  the  fidelity  of  our  Superintendent, 
Matron,  Teacher,  and  other  employees,  in  the  discharge  of  their 
respective  duties.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  MANAGERS. 


There  is  one  word  in  our  language  than  which  there  is  none 
sweeter  on  earth,  and  which  might  almost  be  considered,  like 
some  jewel  from  an  angel’s  crown,  a word  dropped  down  to  us 
right  out  of  heaven.  Connecting  itself  with  all  that  is  pleasant 
in  the  past,  precious  in  the  present,  and  hopeful  for  the  future, 
it  stands  without  a synonym.  “ The  only  bliss  that  has  survived 
the  fall,”  poets  have  sung  it,  philosophers  analyzed  it,  orators 
declaimed  about  it,  artists  endeavored  to  reproduce  its  fairest 
scenes  on  canvas,  but  all,  as  with  one  accord,  acknowledge  that 
their  utmost  efforts  are  still  in  vain.  The  innocence  of  child- 
hood, the  love  of  a mother,  the  affection  of  a father,  the  sym- 
pathy in  joy  and  sorrow  of  generous  brothers  and  beloved  sis- 
ters, the  little  circle  of  playmates,  the  well-filled  table,  the 
welcome  couch,  and  all  the  quiet  household  scenes  and  incidents 
that  we  carry  through  life,  like  so  many  pictures  hung  up  in  the 
skylighted  chamber  of  memory — could  they  be  described  and 
made  the  common  property  of  all,  that  description  itself  would 
rob  them  of  their  real  value  ; they  would  then  cease  to  be  to  us 
what  they  are,  they  would  be  something  else  than  Home  ! 

They  who  love  us  till  we  die, 

Who  in  sorrow  have  been  tried, 

Who  will  watch  our  closing  eye, 

When  all  grows  cold  bedside  ; 

Where  shall  friends  like  these  be  found, 

Search  the  earth  and  ocean  wide, 

On  what  hallowed  spot  of  ground, 

Save  our  own  dear  fireside ! 

But  what  shall  we  say  of  those  on  whose  ears  the  word  “ Home” 


falls,  -without  any  meaning  whatever, — as  just  the  sound  of  so 
many  letters,  and  nothing  more  ? “ The  children  of  the  perish- 

ing and  dangerous  classes,”  as  Miss  Carpenter  appropriately 
calls  them;  “the  little  Arabs  of  the  street,”  as  with  great  feli- 
city of  expression  they  are  called  by  some  one  else.  Take  a single 
one  of  these  children  as  a fair  example  of  thousands  and  tens  of 
thousands  of  others.  There  is  no  skylighted  chamber  in  his 
memory,  there  is  no  picture  of  happiness  to  be  hung  up  there. 
Were  the  history  of  his  life  painted  in  its  true  colors,  it  could 
only  be  permitted  to  remain  in  such  a chamber  by  way  of  con- 
trast, and  for  the  same  reason  that  we  introduce  it  here : to  en- 
list the  sympathy  of  those  who,  both  in  their  own  persons  and 
in  that  of  their  children,  have  known  what  Home  is,  that  they 
may  feel  for  those  who  are  without  a home  ! Such  a conversa- 
tion as  the  following,  in  some  form  or  other,  is  too  often  repeated 
in  this  and  other  cities  to  confine  it  to  any  particular  instance. 

“ Have  you  a father  ?” 

“My  father  is  in  the  Penitentiary.” 

“ Have  you  a mother  ?” 

“ My  mother  is  a drunkard.  She  does  not  take  any  care  of 
me.  I don’t  know  where  she  is  now.  I believe  she  is  down  at 
Moyamensing.” 

“ Have  you  a brother  or  sister  ?” 

“Yes,  a brother;  he  is  older  than  I.” 

“ Where  is  he  ?” 

“ In  the  House  of  Refuge  !” 

“ And  your  sister  ?” 

“She  is  over  the  Schuylkill.”  (Almshouse.) 

“ Where  do  you  lodge  ?” 

“ Down  in  B Alley.  I pay  three  cents  a night  for  my 

lodging  in  advance,  and  what  I eat  costs  me  as  much  more.” 

“ How  do  you  spend  your  evenings  ?” 

“I  walk  about  the  streets,  or  go  into  the  auction  rooms.” 

“Why  don’t  you  sit  down  in  the  house  where  you  lodge,  by 
the  fire?” 

“ Because  the  woman  of  the  house  is  poor.  She  has  no  room 
for  me  at  the  fire.” 
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“Would  you  like  to  go  into  the  country  and  work,  if  a place 
could  be  obtained  for  you?” 

“ Yes,  sir ; I would  be  glad  to  go  and  work  for  my  living,  but 
I have  no  body  to  get  a place  for  me.” 

This  is  no  fancy  sketch.  To  see  the  truth  of  it,  in  every  single 
particular,  it  is  only  necessary  to  cast  a cursory  glance  over  the 
minutes  of  the  Committee  on  Admission  during  the  last  year. 
The  applicants  have  been  more  in  number  than  ever  before  ; and 
the  various  circumstances  of  vice,  and  misery,  and  distress,  that 
have  been  brought  to  light  in  connection  with  these  applications 
would  constitute  a volume,  like  the  roll  of  the  prophet,  “ full  of 
mourning  and  lamentation  and  wo.”  If  merely  to  read  it  affects 
the  heart  so  deeply,  what  must  it  be  to  witness  these  very  scenes 
passing  continually  before  our  eyes  ? Dare  we  go  a step  fur- 
ther, and  imagine  what  our  experience  would  be,  if  these  sorrows 
were  our  own  ? 


Alas  ! to  think  upon  a child 
That  has  no  childish  days  ; 

No  careless  play,  no  frolics  wild, 

No  word  of  prayer  and  praise. 

October  11,  1859.  J.  G.,  eleven  years  old,  born  in  Scotland. 
G.  G.,  his  brother,  eight  years  old,  born  in  Canada.  Both  smart 
and  intelligent  boys.  Committed  by  Judge  Ludlow.  The  mother 
was  intemperate,  and  was  found  dead,  lying  on  her  face,  in  a 
cellar,  140  Water  Street.  Supposed  to  have  been  suffocated. 
“ The  locality,”  says  a paper  of  that  date,  “ exceeds  in  wretch- 
edness even  the  miseries  of  Bedford  and  Baker  Streets.”  Im- 
mediately on  the  death  of  his  wife,  the  husband,  who  was  also 
much  addicted  to  intemperance,  disappeared,  and  has  not  since 
been  heard  of.  Was  that  mother  a mother,  that  father  a father, 
that  cellar  A home  ?” 

January  17,  1860.  M.  A.  W.,  aged  six  years ; E.  W.,  eight 
years ; S.  C.,  eight  years,  and  E.  C.,  three  years  of  age,  com- 
mitted as  vagrants  by  Judge  Stroud.  These  four  pretty  chil- 
dren were  all  in  the  most  destitute  condition ; hungry,  ragged, 
and  shivering  with  cold ; two  of  them  without  even  shoes  or 
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stockings  to  their  tender  feet.  All  of  them  were  homeless 
children,  in  the  strictest  sense  of  the  word : two  of  them  orphans, 
the  others  worse  than  orphans,  and  their  parents  supported  else- 
where at  the  public  expense. 

December  27,  1859.  J.  D.,  ten  years ; C.  D.,  eight  years, 
and  B.  D.,  six  years  of  age.  An  officer  had  picked  up  the  boy, 
almost  naked,  in  the  streets,  begging  from  door  to  door,  for  food 
or  clothing  for  the  little  girls,  his  sisters.  The  spectacle  which 
these  children  presented  when  brought  to  the  Committee  was 
perfectly  deplorable.  Their  clothing,  wholly  inadequate  for  the 
weather  ; their  persons  grossly  dirty  and  neglected ; their  necks 
eaten  raw  by  vermin  ; their  transfer  from  the  cold,  damp  cellar 
in  Brinton  Street,  in  which  they  were  found,  to  the  “ Home,” 
was  a change  like  life  from  the  dead. 

We  take  great  pleasure  in  stating  in  this  connection,  that  these 
from  a number  of  cases  were  brought  to  the  attention  of  the 
Judges  by  officer  Boyd  Adams,  of  the  Mayor’s  Special  Police, 
whose  prudence  and  attention  in  looking  after  the  indigent  chil- 
dren and  youth  of  the  city,  are  alike  creditable  to  himself  and 
to  our  respected  chief  magistrate  who  selected  him  for  that  duty. 
If  John  Pounds,  the  cobbler  of  Portsmouth,  England,  alone, 
without  sympathy  and  aid,  rescued  from  misery,  and  saved  to 
society  no  less  than  five  hundred  children  from  the  quays  of 
Portsmouth,  what  may  not  be  done  in  Philadelphia,  when  at 
one  and  the  same  time,  in  connection  with  “ The  Northern 
Home,”  we  may  avail  ourselves  of  the  liberality  of  the  Legis- 
lature and  Councils,  the  wisdom  of  the  Judiciary,  the  co-opera- 
tion of  the  Mayor,  and  the  efficiency  of  the  Police?  Simply 
considered  as  a connecting  link  in  this  important  chain  of  agen- 
cies, the  value  of  such  an  institution  as  the  Home  was  never 
more  apparent,  nor  its  prospects  of  permanent  success  more  en- 
couraging. 

The  unlimited  nature  of  the  demand  in  America  for  children’s 
labor,  is  a fact  that  comparatively  few  persons  have  begun  to 
realize.  A single  society  in  New  York  city  has,  by  letter  or 
through  its  agents,  thousands  of  applications  each  year  more 
than  it  can  supply,  though  already  sending  out  nearly  eight  hun- 
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dred  a year.  We  join  our  testimony  with  theirs  in  saying,  that 
all  the  pauper  children  of  sound  bodies  now  supported  at  such 
immense  expense  by  the  city,  and  a proportion  of  the  young 
vagrants  and  petty  offenders  maintained  at  public  cost,  might 
with  ease  at  this  moment,  and  at  a trilling  expense,  be  placed  in 
good  moral  and  religious  homes  in  our  rural  districts,  where  every 
influence  exerted  upon  them  would  be  far  healthier  and  better, 
and  where  a larger  proportion  would  turn  out  well  than  under 
the  present  system. 

In  concluding  their  Report,  the  Managers  beg  leave  to  say, 
that  the  very  generous  and  steadily  continued  benefaction  of  the 
friends  of  “ The  Northern  Home,”  ever  since  its  commencement, 
emboldens  them  to  make  one  more  appeal  on  behalf  of  this  In- 
stitution, to  which  they  anticipate  a prompt  and  liberal  response. 

The  whole  number  of  children  received  at  the  Home,  since  its 
doors  were  first  thrown  open  in  1853,  is  thirteen  hundred.  It  is 
easy  to  see  that,  in  so  large  a number  of  children,  there  must  of 
necessity  be  the  usual  proportion  of  disease  incident  to  those 
who  are  for  the  most  part  under  ten  years  of  age.  But  what 
especially  excites  the  anxiety  of  the  Managers  is  the  visitation 
of  malignant  and  epidemic  diseases,  such  as  the  scarlet  fever, 
ophthalmia,  measles,  &c.  On  one  occasion,  no  less  than  forty 
children  were  prostrated  by  the  measles  at  the  same  time,  and 
our  experience  was  then  of  such  a character  as  to  lead  us  to  be- 
lieve that  it  was  exceedingly  desirable  to  have  an  Infirmary. 
Just  such  a lot  as  we  desire  could  now  be  readily  obtained,  and 
such  a building  as  we  need  erected  at  a comparatively  small  ex- 
pense, if  we  only  had  the  means  for  this  purpose. 

God  willing,  we  hope  another  anniversary  to  report  that  the 
means  have  been  obtained  and  the  Infirmary  erected.

ACT  OF  INCORPORATION. 


Whereas,  a number  of  tlie  citizens  of  this  Commonwealth  have  formed  an 
association  for  the  laudable  and  benevolent  purpose  of  educating  and  providing 
for  friendless  and  destitute  children  : 

And  whereas,  the  General  Assembly  of  this  Commonwealth  are  willing  to 
encourage  such  purposes  ; Therefore, 

Sect.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  in  General  Assembly  met,  and  it  is  hereby 
enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same,  That  Thomas  Earp,  Thomas  S.  Mitchell, 
William  R.  Stockton,  John  W.  Claghorn,  Isaac  Collins,  John  M.  Ogden,  James 
J.  Barclay,  J.  Fisher  Learning,  Thomas  Robinson,  William  S.  Perot,  Isaac  F. 
Baker,  Henry  Perkins,  Joseph  Jeanes,  H.  W.  Safford,  A.  V.  Murphy,  Charles 
Keen,  and  their  associates,  be,  and  they  are  hereby  incorporated  and  made  a 
body  politic  in  law,  by  the  name,  style,  and  title  of  “The  Northern  Home  for 
Friendless  Children;”  and  by  that  name,  style,  and  title,  shall  have  perpetual 
succession,  with  power  to  have  a common  seal,  and  the  same  to  change  at 
pleasure;  to  make  contracts  relative  to  the  institution;  to  sue  and  to  be  sued; 
to  plead,  and  to  be  impleaded,  and  by  that  name,  style,  and  title,  be  capable 
of  purchasing,  holding,  taking,  and  conveying  any  estate,  real  or  personal,  for 
the  use  of  the  said  corporation  : Provided , The  annual  income  of  said  estate 
shall  not  exceed  Ten  Thousand  Dollars,  nor  be  applied  to  any  other  purposes 
than  those  for  which  this  assciation  is  formed;  to  fix  the  quorum  of  the  Board 
of  Managers,  and  of  the  Board  of  Trustees ; and  appoint  such  officers  as  may 
be  requisite,  to  establish  such  other  By-Laws,  rules,  and  regulations,  as  the 
said  corporation  shall  judge  necessary  or  expedient  for  the  due  management  of 
the  concerns  of  the  said  corporation  : Provided , that  the  same  be  not  repugnant 
to  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  or  of  this  Commonwealth. 

Sect.  2.  That  every  person  who  shall  annually  pay  to  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Northern  Home  for  Friendless  Children,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  May,  the 
sum  of  one  dollar,  or  upwards,  shall  be  a member  of  the  said  Northern  Home 
for  Friendless  Children  while  such  person  so  contributes  ; and  every  person  who 
shall  pay  twenty  dollars  at  one  time  shall  be  a member  for  life. 

Sect.  3.  The  affairs  and  concerns  of  the  said  Northern  Home  for  Friendless 
Children  shall  be  conducted  by  a Board  of  Managers,  consisting  of  twenty-four 
ladies,  and  a Board  of  Trustees,  consisting  of  sixteen  gentlemen,  And  the 
members  of  the  said  corporation  shall  meet  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  May 
next  at  such  hour  and  place  as  the  board  of  trustees  shall  designate,  and  elect 
a board  of  managers,  six  of  whom  shall  be  elected  to  serve  for  one  year,  six  to 
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serve  for  two  years,  six  to  serve  for  three  years,  and  six  to  serve  for  four  years  ; 
and  also  a board  of  sixteen  trustees,  four  of  whom  shall  be  elected  to  serve  for 
one  year,  four  for  two  years,  four  for  three  years,  and  four  for  four  years.  And 
the  members  of  the  said  corporation  shall  annually  thereafter,  on  the  second 
Tuesday  of  May,  at  such  hour  and  place  as  the  said  board  of  trustees  shall 
designate,  elect  six  managers  and  four  trustees,  to  serve  for  four  years,  and 
shall  then  and  their  also  elect  a manager  or  managers,  trustee  or  trustees,  to 
fill  any  vacancy  or  vacancies  that  may  be  occasioned  by  the  death,  resignation, 
or  removal,  or  neglect  or  refusal  to  act,  of  any  manager  or  trustee.  Provided, 
That  the  managers  and  trustees,  chosen  in  May  last,  shall  continue  to  act  until 
others  shall  be  elected.  And  provided  further , That  in  case  an  election  shall 
not  be  held  at  the  time  provided,  the  board  of  trustees  shall  give  at  least  ten 
days’  notice  that  another  election  will  be  held,  which  said  election  shall  be  held 
within  one  month  after  the  said  second  Tuesday  in  May.  And  provided , That 
notice  of  an  election  shall  be  given  at  least  twice  a week,  for  two  weeks,  in  two 
of  the  daily  newspapers  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  prior  to  the  time  of  holding 
said  election. 

Sect.  4.  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  said  managers  and  trustees, 
in  their  discretion,  to  take  under  their  guardianship  all  children  who  may  be 
placed  under  their  care  and  management,  in  either  of  the  following  modes  : 

Firstly.  White  children  under  twelve  years  of  age  who  shall  be  voluntarily 
surrendered  by  their  father,  or  in  case  of  his  death  or  absence,  by  their  mother, 
or  by  their  guardian,  to  the  care  of  said  managers  and  trustees. 

Secondly.  White  children  under  twelve  years  of  age  who  may  be  committed  to 
the  care  of  the  said  managers  and  trustees  by  any  judge  of  the  Supreme  Court 
of  Pennsylvania,  or  of  the  District  Court  of  the  City  and  County  of  Philadelphia, 
or  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  of  the  City  and  County  of  Philadelphia,  or  by 
the  mayor  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  or  by  the  mayor  of  the  Northern  Liberties, 
on  account  of  vagrancy,  or  the  exposure,  or  neglect,  or  abandonment  of  said 
children  by  their  parents  or  parent,  guardians,  or  other  persons  having  custody 
of  said  children  ; and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  judge  or  mayor  so  committing 
any  child  to  the  care  of  the  said  managers  or  trustees,  to  annex  to  the  commit- 
ment an  abstract  of  the  evidence  taken  by  him,  and  on  which  his  adjudication 
was  founded,  which  said  evidence  shall  be  under  oath  or  affirmation,  and  taken 
in  the  presence  of  said  child. 

Sect.  5.  That  the  said  managers  and  trustees  shall  have  the  guardianship  of 
the  said  children  so  placed  uuder  their  care  and  management  during  their 
minority:  shall  cause  them 'to  be  educated  and  instructed  in  a proper  manner, 
and  may,  when,  in  their  discretion,  it  shall  appear  proper,  bind  the  said  chil- 
dren, with  their  consent,  as  apprentices,  during  their  minority,  to  such  persons, 
and  at  such  places,  and  to  learn  such  trades  and  employments  as,  in  the  judg- 
ment of  the  said  managers  and  trustees,  will  be  most  conductive  to  the  benefit 
and  advantage  of  said  children.  Provided,  That  the  charge  and  power  of  the 
said  managers  and  trustees,  over  and  upon  the  said  children,  shall  not,  in  the 
case  of  females,  extend  beyond  the  age  of  eighteen  years  : or  the  said  managers 
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and  trustees  may,  in  their  discretion,  return  the  said  children  to  their  parents,  or 
surviving  parent  or  guardians. — ( Act  2Sth  January , 1854.) 

Sect.  1.  That  the  fourth  section  of  the  act  of  twenty-sixth  January,  Anno 
Domino,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty -four,  entitled  “ An  Act  to  incorpo- 
rate the  Northern  Home  for  Friendless  Children,”  shall  be  construed,  and  its  true 
intent  and  meaning  are  hereby  declared  to  authorize  and  empower  the  managers 
and  trustees  of  the  Northern  Home  for  Friendless  Children,  of  Philadelphia,  in 
their  discretion,  to  take  under  their  guardianship,  children  from  any  portion  of 
this  Commonwealth,  who  may  be  placed  under  their  care  and  management,  in 
either  of  the  modes  set  forth  in  the  said  act. 

Sect.  2.  That  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  the  fifth  section  of  the  said  act 
is  hereby  declared  to  be,  that  the  said  managers  and  trustees  shall  have  full 
power  and  authority  to  bind  the  said  children,  in  their  discretion,  to  such  person 
or  persons,  residing  in  or  out  of  this  Commonwealth,  as  may  apply  therefor ; and 
that  all  indentures  of  apprenticeship  and  adoption  heretofore  made  by  the  said 
managers  and  trustees  of  the  said  children  to  persons  residing  out  of  this  Com- 
monwealth, are  hereby  declared  to  be  good  and  valid  in  law,  as  though  the  said 
indentures  had  been  executed  to  persons  domiciled  within  this  State. — [Act  4 th 
May , 1857.  Pamphlet  Laics,  p.  384.) 

And  the  president  judges  of  the  several  Courts  of  Common  Pleas  of  the  several 
counties  of  this  Commonwealth,  shall  have  the  same  powers  in  relation  to  said 
institution,  as  are  now  provided  for  in  case  of  the  judges  of  the  Supreme  Court, 
and  of  the  District  Court  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  in  the  act  incorporating  the  » 
same. — ( Section  48,  Actof2\st  April , 1858.  Pamphlet  Laivs, p.  382.) 

That  the  said  Northern  Home  for  Friendless  Children  shall  be  subject  to  the 
provisions  contained  in  the  third  section  of  an  act,  entitled  “ A Supplement  to  an 
act  to  incorporate  the  subscribers  to  the  articles  of  association  for  the  purpose 
of  establishing  and  conducting  an  institution,  for  the  confinement  and  reforma- 
tion of  youthful  delinquents,  under  the  title  of  the  House  of  Refuge,  approved 
March  twenty-third,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  twenty-six. — ( Section  27, 
Act  12 th  April , 1859.  Pamphlet  Laws  p.  552.) 
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
